The prior art(s) teach(es): 

Klassen et al., US patent no. 6,351,724, discloses a bus monitor unit configure to 
provide one or more indications in response to one or more occurrences or events with 
the CPU. 

McCombs, U.S. patent no. 5,778,194, discloses a bus monitor system includes a 
decoder and one or more state machines. The decoder reconfigures the state 
machine(s) in response to instructions, which are decoded from a PCI local bus 
address signals so that the bus monitor can monitor various user-specified events. 

Hunt et al., US patent no. 5,729,678, discloses a bus monitor system that 
monitors a 64-bit bus and provides indication if predetermined bit pattern are detected 
on the monitored bus. 

However the prior art of records do not teach or suggest, individually or in 
combination neither disclose a reconfigurable bus monitor; adapted to report back to a 
CPU circuit in response to data indicative of the monitored events, using the CPU 
circuit to reconfigure the reconfigurable bus monitor to monitor for another event type 
occurring on a communication channel and collect and evaluate signals passed on the 
communication channel for the other event.
